The New York Herald's Washinglon oirres

sisted npon vy the lnexorable Judge Lawrenocs,
of Oblo. Hesppealed to hisfellow member,chali
roun of the Investigating Commities, not Lo in-
terpore an ebjection tothe prisoner’s dischnrge,
BulJundge Lawrence would not beappealed (o In
that way, unless the prisoner should make
AfMdavit as to his Inabllity 10 pay the flos de-
manded by the tusuited diguity of the Honse
of Representatives, Judge Lawrenceslyly ro
marked that he saw no evidenos to prove that
tbe noble sou of New York was In a partlea-
larly destitute or starving condition. He
had beard that the honoraole Scannell bad
been & member of the New York CUominon
Counell, and wickedly Intimsted that If the
{llustrions censtituent of Sophiomore Brooks
had not conseguently grown rich he ought to
have done so, a8 It was well known that mem-
bers of the New York Common Couancll were
not celebrated for thelr poverty, Hrooks fired
np at Lthis “sneer’ at the integrity of the im.
maculate munleipal legisiators of New York
At lenst he felgned great indigation; sald
be would not slt qulet and hear a constitnent
of higslandered by Judge Lawrence or “any
other man:” that the right of habeas corpns
and persoual liberty was violated by HScaonell’s
detentlon In a Congresslonal prison, and thit
the Honse was demeaning liself by persecating

Brooks played the highly indignanl again and
lecturm{' mge Kelley lor presuming to
tradnce the character of one of his ocon-
stituents. He was Interrupted aymln, hew-
ever, by Dickey, of Pennsylvania, asking
if poor labntlngbmeu in Now York gnnemllg
wear dilamond brenstpins, an Inquiry whio
falrly brought down the house, Members
roared and tfn gallerlea sereamed with langh-
ter. Bronks, however, was nol to be pat down
in that way, and therefore turned his guns
upon Dickey. How dld hls honarable frlend
from Lancaster Enow that the prisoner’s
breastipin contnined agenuine diamond—might
it not be only paste? Hils honorablo friend
ought to be more carefal how he made reckless
siatemenis.

Outrages on Americans - An Insalt to
our Government.

ﬁt: Ingt. gives the following news [from

1 have Just arrived from Mexico, During a
resldence of fourleen yoara in that country I
have witnessed many sbhameless and brutal
outrages upon Amerioan oltizens, And when
these were brought to Lthe notice of Lthe Amerl-
oan Government no atlentlon was pald to them
by those whose business it was to ask for re-
dress or glve proteotion, While saoh mien as
Kosta, of Bmyrna notorlely, would eommand
the aitention of onr naval commanders, as well
a8 onr Boeeretary of Hiate, natlve-born Amerl-
cans have had Lo soffer det\m. Imprisonment,
and every other indignity that the sembbar-
barous Mexleans could Infilet withoul eausing
fslngle diplomatle note o leste from the Hlate
Bepartment, Or & remonstrance Irom any
quarier except by some newspaper,

I have seen the American flag torn from ite
flagstall In Guaymaps and dragged Insultingl
through Lthe strests by a howliog mob of half-
nakea Mexleang, whileat anohor near the town
where this snamelres lusnit was porpstrated
ley the 8t, Mary, Uni‘ed States man-of-war,
without offering to ghield our flag, Neither did
onr Government over demand any apology or
redress for 1his Insult, Darlog ine Iateeivil
war (General Butler haug one of our own people
for dolng what these halfciviiized Mexicaons
did to our flug, with this diference—Maulford
only pulied the Hag down, wnlie tne Mexioans
not only tore the flag from the tlagstafl, but
dragged It throogh Lhe sireels.

On the 4ih day of January of Lthis year the
writer of this bappened to be 1o the Mexican
port of Ban Blas, on ¢he Pacific, There wias an
Amorlean schoonor there froin San Francisoo
which bad discharged ber cargo aad was ready
tosall, Without :mf rwvlrmn notice on armed
file of half-naked soldlers were placed on board
of his vessel, wilh orders Lo prevent her salling,
The captain in valn produaced his papers to
prove that all war right, bul all Argumentsa
and ronanmn}t wers Jeft aslde, and he was
told thut theyshad the power and coose Lo ex«
ercise it

Al this junoture the American man-of-war
Mobopge, Captain Stephen B Lues, came into
the port, dmppa-j neranolior, and her eaptain al
onee proveeded to lnvestigate the onse of Lhis
schoouner. HIis clear head comprebhended the
whole matter. He sald but few words; tuese
fow, however, Were direstly to the polut. Tho
schooner was forthwith released, the captaln’s
mapifest delivered In a gracious manner,
with a host of apologles 1o him as waell
a8 to Captaln Luce. Captaln Luce des
pateched this affalr In less than one hoar, and
#8 he lJeft Informed the Mexican oflicinls
that he shonld be back that way in aboat ton
days; (hat his business was o look alter 1he
Interests of Amerioan oitizens I'nls I8 the
first luslance Among the many that I have
been witness to In Mexico that promot radress
hes been demanded by our naval oficers, and
nd promptly compllied with by the sneaking
curs who perpetrated the losuit, Ani who gane-
rally resort 1o diplomacy and juggiery to avald
mnkiog amends for the oulrages thoy commit.
